Fellow Citizens of the Senate, and of the 
House of Representatives :— 

No circumstance is better calculated to excite 
pleasant emotiuns 10 the breast of the real patriot 
and lover of liberty, than your assemblage for the 
purpeses of legislation. In your election and con- 
vention at short jntervals, we see exemplified the 
only majesty that Americans recognize,—the 
majesty of the people. It is a cause of jast con- 
gratulation, an! the thought should fill_our hearts 
with thankfulness to the Giver of every good, that 
we are the only community upon earth, in which 
the people practically govern themselves. But, te 
perpetuate the happy privilege, we must act with 
moderation, mutual forbearance, mildness, and 
wisdom. In the selection of public functionaries, 
we cannot all harmonize. A conflict of interests 
and friendships, honest partialities and prejudices, 
naturally produces differences of opinion as to the 
pretensions of opposing candidates; and from these 
causes sometimes spring undue warmth, and adis- 
position to do injustice to the motives of those with 
whom we disagree. Once assembled tn this Hall, 
the representatives of the people of Tennessee will 
not remember the scenes through which the 
have passed on their journey hither.

der the influence of such considerations, let us

: Among the subjects, which are calcolated to. 

advance the prosperity of our State, that of great- 


ter system and science in agriculture is entitled to” 


the serious consideration of the people. The in- 
dustrious farmer shauld not be employed exela- 
sively in raising those articles which command 
the most ready market abroad.’ His attention 
should also be directed to the growing of all such, 
as are required for the use and consumption of his 
own family. Our varied soil is adapted not only 
to the production of cotton and tobacco, which 
may be considered the staple commodities of the 
state, but also to that of wheat, rye, hemp and 
flax, all of which are indispensible to our wants. 
A more diversified application of labor and exer- 
tion, therefore—such as will secure the least de- 
pendence on a foreign market for the necessary 
supplies of life and the greatest profit—is the 
course which should be carefully pursued by every 
cultivator of the sail- Intimately connected with 
this subject and the future happiness of our coun- 
try, are the cultivation of industrious habits, a 


strict observance of economy in our expenditures, - 


the encouragement of house-hold manufactures, 
and 4 positive determination to avoid, as much as 
possible, the use of foreign goods. Nor is it less 
essential that it should be deeply impressed upon 
fhe mind of the farmer, that the profits of his farm 


t 
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will not authorize bim to borrow money upon in- 
terest. No class of citizens in the community can 
pay interest upon money, but those who are ac- 
tively engaged in commercial pursuits; and even 
they are as often injured as benefited by it, The 
farmer, to be happy and independent, must not an- 
ticipate the proceeds of his labor by buying upon 
eredit. If he does he will buy many articles, 
which the necessities of his family do not require, 
pay higner for them, and be frequently harrassed 
with expensive lawsuits. The consequences of 
this, are pecuniary embarrassment and petitions 
to the Legislature for the passage of stay and re- 
lief laws. The policy, however, of interfering 
between debtor and creditor by legislative enact- 
ment, has now, happily, but few advocates; for in- 
dependent of its direct viofatioà of the constitution, 
experience has proved, that it is alike injurious to 
the parties concerned and to the character of the 
state. 
In a government like ours, founded upon, and 
supported by, the will of the people, it is of the ut- 
mast consequence to the stability of our civil insti- 
tutions, that the yeomany of the country—the cul- 
tivators of the sail, should be enlightened by educa- 
tion. It improves their moral condition, takes a- 
way incentives to vice; establishes habits of sabri- 
ety, industry and a cheerful obedience to the laws; 
and enables them to acquire a knawledge of the 
salutary principles of our government. Nor is 
this all. Under the happy influence of asystem of 
education extending its benefits to every one, ge- 
nius and talent are brought forth to asefuluess, 
which would otherwise remain iu obscurity. This 
interesting subject is every day, attracting more 
aud more attention in all parts of the Union, and. 
is diffusing its blessings throughout the land. Ino 
New England, the plan of common schools is ear- 
ried'to great perfection. ‘The counties are divided 
‘ato small districts, jn each ef whick there is a-

l et! 
‘school, where every citizen whether he be rich oy 
poor, hasa right to send his chiluren, The funds 
for the support of those Schools, inmost places, arè- 
principally derived from a tax apon real property, 
so that the expense of educating the poor falls apon 
the wealth of the country, By this plan of mstrac- 
tion, indigent youth are prepared to be useful and 
respectable citizens here, andare qualified for hap- 
iness hereafter. In New York, upwards of four 
landed thousand children, at least one fourth of 
the whale population of the state, are instructed in 
common schools. In the metropedlis of that great 
state, more than ten thousand children dre aannal--. 
iy edueated by the charity of its citizens at free: 
schools; and, itis said, a solitary instance has nat 
occurred, of any one taught at those institations 
having been convicted of crimes. “This circum- 
stance furnishes an interesting lesson iu support of 
a general -liftusion of knowledge. Indeed all ex- 
perience proves the happy-effects of education up- 
on the morals of society. Of Scotland, where great 
attention is paid to education, an eloquent writer 
says, “‘that there is no cointry of Europe, in which 
in proportion to its population, so small a number 
of crimes fall under the chastisement of the crimi- 
nal law.” . How dark 1s the opposite side of the 
picture? What is the condition of those, who, for 
want of opportunities of learning, are kept in a 
state ofignorance? A great portion of them seek 
enjoyment in midnight revels, gaming and every 
species of dissipation, which allures them from the ~ 
paths of honor, and they sink into an untimely 
grave, without even the regrets of the community 
orof those who are bound to them by the ties of 
kindred, In addition to this, a fact may with 
prapriety be mentioned, to show the baleful efferts, 
of ignorance, and a want of learning. A large 
portion of the unfortunate Inmates of Jenitentiaries 
aid prisons in the United States, were, when 
committed, almost wholly destitute gf education.

‘Feeling a tively interest in this matter, I cannot 
but hope that you will cause a fund to he set apart, 
in addition to those already designated for that 
purpose, for the support of common schools, aca- 
demies and colleges. A portion of the revenue of 
the state could not be applied to a nobler object, 
and I propose the measure for your deliberate eon- 
sideration. "The residue of the lands in the Wes- 
tern District, after the satisfaction of North Caro- 
lina claimants, will be of no great value—not of 
sufficient importance, perhaps, to the ge:eral gos 
vernment, tv justify the expense they must necessa- 
rily incur touse them for the general benefit, but 
yet might be so appropriated by them towards all 
these ol:jects, as to aid much in the atturmment of 
the ends proposed. Ought not a vigorous effort 
to be made, to procure a relinquishment of claim 
to them by Congress fer these purposes? 

The peace and safety of society require that your. 
early attention should be directed to a revision of 
our present system of criminal jurispredence, 
Daily experience gives abundant proof efits nu- 
mer us defects. Instances rarely occur where 
thelife of an individual is taken away In conse- 
quence of the verdict of a jury, however flagrant 
the crime he may have committed: and the aver- 
sion of jurors to inflict punishment of an ignumin- 
ious character 1s also so strong. that the discovery 
ofa single mitigating circumstance tco often pro- 
doces the acquittal of the must notorious offender, 
But should a verdict of guilty even be found, the 
feelings of the community are enlisted in behalf of 
the culprit, upon whom the sentence of the law is 
to be publicly inflicted at the pillory and whipping 

ost. Petitions are drawn op and signed by near. 
yall to whom they are p-esented, soliciting a 
pardon from the Governor, not because the erimi- 
nal is thorghtto beinnocent, but in consequence 
of the degrading character of the sentence, which 
the court ıs obliged to direct to be executed upon 


» 
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him. Phese applications, if successful, add to the 
numerous chances, which the evil disposed have of 
escaping the terrors of the law. But if the pur- 
poses of justice are not defeated, and the guilty 
suffer, what motiveis there for reform? ‘The un- 
fortunate offender who has lost his character at the 
whipping post, and carries the brand of infamy on 
his hand, becomes an out-cast and a vagaband— 
the miserable victim, notsa much of his crimes as 
of the cruel and sanguinary laws of his country. 
The reformation of criminals and the prevention 
of crimes, are the great purposes which a wise 
government seeks to attain by punishment; and it 
is universally admitted that laws, mild in their 
character, but certain of execution, are of the nt- 
most consequence in the accomplishment of these 
ends. Nor is it less important that punishment 
should be graduated upon a scale commensurate 
with the magnitude of offences. In bringing 
ta your view the propriety of erecting a Peniten- 
tiary, E am enabled to assure you, that the concur- 
ring testimony of the States where those institutions 
are established, recommends them as affording the 
best means of punishing and reforming the guilty, 
which benevolence and human ingenuity have 
been able todevise. It is nevertheless proper to 
cadd, that this proof is only given in favor of those 
prisons recently constructed on the plan of solitary 
confinement at night. Perhaps the strongest eyi- 
dence in support of penitentiaries is, that although. 
some of them have been long in use, a single in- 
stance has not occurred of their being abandoned 
for any other system. A fair opportunity was of- 
fered for that purpose’a few years ago in Virginia, 
when the penitentiary of that state was destroyed 
by fire; yet the legislature directed it to be rebuilt 
with considerable additions. Pennsylvania hag 
had the system in operation since the year 1783, 
and although extre nely defective, so iar from giv- 
ing is up, the people of that state bave within the 
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last few years, expended a large sum of money for 
the erection of two penitentiaries, one ac Philadel- 
phia and the other at Pittshurgh. They are upon 
the most approved plan for solitary confinement; 
and it is intended that the convicts shall perform 
no lahor, a policy which no other state has adopt- 
ed, and one which it 1s beheved experience will 
not sanction. The prison diseipline society of Bos- 
ton, instituted for the praise worthy purpose of 
improving pu'ilie prisons, has with great assiduity 
collerted a mass of useful and interesting informa- 
tion on the subject, the principal part of which has 
been procured by the personal examination of an 
active an! intelligent agent The second annual 
report of this society, I trust, I shall be able tu lay 
before you in afew days, having written to Boston 
requesting it to be forwarded. Experience has 
taught those concerned in penitentiaries, that their 
success mainly depends upon the selection of mor- 
al and attentive officers, constant and profitable 
employ ment throughout the day, and separate con- 
finement at night. The separation of convicts at 
nigh! prevents evil communications, obliges them 
to reflect on the follies of a wayward and ill-spent 
life, and destroys all chance of concerted plans of 
escape. By keeping them constantly employei 
throughout the day, all expenses are paid by their 
labor, they enjoy a much better state of health than 
if they were idle and are enabled, when discharg- 
ed from prison, to support themselves honestly, 
The subject is one of great importance. In-acting 
upon it, you have the experience of others to guide 
four way, and Tam persuaded you will do that 
which will best promote the happiness of the state, 
The attention atid resources of many of our sister 
states are actively employed in promoting the great 
work of internal improvement. New York has 
expended the sum of almost ten millions of dol- 
lars in cutting a canal to unite the waters of Lake 
Erie with those of the Atlantic. Some of the jm- 
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mense advantages of this communication are,-.a 
réady market for all the produce of the country; 
an anparallelled increase of population, ‘and. the 
creation ofa revenue from toll, whichizis confident- 
ly asserted, will not only pay taterest and contin- 
gent expences, but form a sinking fund for the re- 
demption of the debt created for the completion 
of the canal, and ultimately support the govern- 
ment and relieve the state from taxation, This 
work, so beneficial to the state, sheds a lastre up- 
on the names ofits principal projectors, and will 
endear their memory to future ages. Pennsylva- 
nia, besides having constructed upwards of a 
thonsand miles of turnpike roads, has ereated nu- 
merous permanent and costly bridges over her 
water courses, andis now rapidly advancing with 
a line of canals, five hundred miles, in length, 
which when completed,. will open, with the ex- 
ception of a short distance, a watcr communication 
from Philadelphia to Pittsburgh. The state of 
Ohio is actively employed in opening a canaf, 
about three hundred miles long, whichis intended 
to unite the waters of Lake Erie ‘with those of the 
Ohio river. And the enterprising citizens of Bal- 
timore have lately formed an association with 
ample funds for the purpose of making a rail 
road from that city to the river Ohio, atid a 
survey of the route upon which the road :ts in- 
tended to pass, has been or ts nearly finished. 
This extensive system of internal improvement, 
when completed, will open safe and cheap commu- 
nications to the eastward for the commerce of. the 
rich valley of the Mississippi and its tributary riv- 
ers, and serve ta bind the north and the south to~ 
gether by the inseparable ties of common interest. 
Other works of less magnitude, but ‘of great value 
ta‘the internal trade of the country, are proceeding - 
vigorously in many of the other states. It is per- 
haps inexpedientior Tennessee immediately to un- 
dertake an extensive system of interna) im; cove- 
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went, but the time ought not to be distant, wher 
the obstructions to navigation inall our rivers should 
be removed, turnpike roads constructed, and our 
produce find a market through artificial water com- 
munications. The growing prosperity and commerce 
of the state, call upon us to make a commencement. 
I would therefore, respectfully recommend that com- 
missioners be appointed, in whose hands funds shall 
be placed to employ a skilful engineer, under their 
uirection, to make a survey of our principal rivers, 
exainine routes of contemplated roads and canals, 
with a view of procuring information essential to 
the success of the great work. 

It is unnecessary for me, at this time to give my 
views at length in relation to the judiciary. ‘The 
opinions which I have heretofore frequently com- 
municated to the General Assembly remain un- 
changed. Referring you to those opinions, I re- 
commend the subject to your serious deliberations. 

During the present session, it will be imcumbent 
on you to passa law authorizing the election of 
electors to vote for presidentand vice president of 
the United States ; and in acting upon the subject, 
itis essential that due regard be paid to the act of 
congress regulating the time of holding the elec- 
tions, and the period at which the electors shall 
meet for the purpose of voting. 

It has been the custom of nations in every age 
to perpetuate the memory of those who were pre- 
eminently distinguished in defending the rights and 
promoting the happiness of mankind. If such tes- 
fimonials of acountry’s approbation be proper, ta 
whom are they more appropriately duc, than to the 
late General James Robertson? After having pre- 
viously explored the country, he came here in 1779, 
accompanied by a few families of a daring and en- 
terprising character. With this little band he erect- 
ed forts ior defence, and determined to make a per- 
manent settlement. The Indians who had been 
long in the free and undisturbed possession of the 
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country, soon commenced hostilities against theii 
new neighbors. ‘The contest was unequal, and it 
frequently required all the firmness and heroic val- 
or of the General to contend with the numerous 
difficulties by which he was surrounded. But 
with his resolute associates he sustained his new. 
colony agatnstan Indian war of almost ffiecn years, 
during most of which time the yell of the savage 
and the ery of the suffering victims of their cruelty 
were alike familiar to his ears. “The loss of broth.. 
ërs, sons, and friends who were dear to him, ‘did 
not-interrupt his unshaken purposes. He had re- 
solved upon success, and he did succeed. He lived 
to`enjoy the fruits of his own labor, and to seë the 
wilderness assume the gladdening appearance of 
cultivation. A few year ago, he departed this life, 
full of years and of usefulness. His remains lie 
buried in the yicinity of Nashville, without a stone 
to mark the spot where they repose. In compli- 
ance, therefore, with what I am persuaded will 
meet the approbation of our common constituents, 
Ihave pleasure in recommending to your considera- 
tion the propriety of erecting a monument to his’ 
memory, at the expense of the state, as an evi- 
dence of regard for his signal and useful seryices. 
Thither we can repair, and pour out the affections 
of our hearts, at the shrine of him, who has with 
propriety been called the Father of West Ten- 
messce ak Oe 
Since the adjournment of the last session the fol- 
lowing pa sed appointments have been made— 
Henry Crabb, esq. judge of the supreme court; 
Abraham Martin, esq. solicitor for the 8th solicito- 
rial district; Alpha Kingsley, notary public of 
Davidson county ; Joseph Smith, entry taker of 
Stewart county; James D. Rhea, surveyor of: 
Sullivan county ; James R. White, entry taker of 
Bedford county ; and John W. Anderson, entry 
taker of White county. Those appointments were 
madin consequence of. the death of some, and the 
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resignation of others, of the former incumbents. 
As they expire at the end of the present session, the 
daty of making permanent appointments will de- 
volve upon you at this time. 

About te retire from the office of chief magis- 
trate of the state, which I have held for the Jast six 
years, a fit occasion presents itself through you, to 
tender to the people of Tennessee my unfeigned 
acknowledgments for the numerous evidences 
which they bave given me of their confidence and 
regard, and to assure them, that whether in a puby 
lic or private station, 1 shall lose no opportugity of 
contributing by all the means in my power, to the 
promotion of their happiness and the preservation 


of their liberties,

Leaving a balance on hand of $35,387 13 3-4 
This balance your directory, though mindful that 
it is their duty to observe the will of the Legisla- 
ture, when indicated, by the passage of laws for 
their government, have thought proper to withhold 
from distribution, in order tu obviate the necessity 
of further recucing the amogut of regalar loans by 
the Bunk, during the recent unparalleled. press for ` 
specie. At present, however, we have reason to 
believe, that the institution confided to our man- 
agement, is able to sustain its credit without the 
aid of this fund; the balance will, therefore, be ap- 
plied to its legitimate object, as soon asa dividend 
and distribation can be made to the agencies. 
Believing, as we do, that the law connecting the 
common school fund with the Bank is defectivein 
its provisions, producing much difficulty in the.

We take pleasure in saying, that the agents at 
present connected with this institution, bave been 
more prompt in the discharge of their duty, than 
at any former period. .

ductive of more inconvenience to the immediate 
officers of the Bank, than danger of loss, we will 
forbear to designate them, in the confident hope, 
tbat they will be remedied in future.

The .amount has not! - 
been collected, but steps have been taken by which 
it is coufidently believed no loss will be sustained, 
Francis M’Connell, former agent for. Jackson 
county, has failed to account for a sum of money’ 
entrusted to him by the Bank; suit has been insti- 
tuted, and no doubt is entertained of ‘the ultimate 
recovery of the money. - 

In addition to the foregoing estimates and re- 
marks, it only remains, we conceive, toa complete 
knowledge of the strength and condition of the 
Bank to observe, that we are not aware of any 
positively ascertained loss which will be experien- 
ced by the institution, nor can we believe that the 

robable loss would, at present, exceed two thou- 
sand dollars.. In giving this estimate of the sol- 
vency of the institution, we entertain a cheering 
hope that none will willingly condemn the conduct 
` of those to whom its management has been con- 
fided, and especially when the extentand intricacy 
of its transactions have been duly and justly con- 
sidered, . : 

To base the loans of the Bank upon a specie 
capital, has always been considered an object equal- 
ly important with the relief intended to he afford- 
ed the community by its first organization. In the 
accomplishment of this abject, the Bank has sur- 
passed the most sanguine calculation of its sup- 
porters, and baffled'the most cautious predictions 
of its opponents. It can now keep ander loan, 
based upon actual capital, received: for the relief of 
the people, more than six hundred thousand dol- 
. lars, yielding to the State a revenue nearly equal 
to the exigencies of -government. 

It is not our purpose to remark -on the changes, . 
and ihe effects thereof, which have taken place 
sifice our lasf report, in the monied condition of the 
State—-we mean In the transition from paper toa 
specie virculation. Suffice it to say, the press ap- 
nee for their specie ‘clearly indicates the

, In demanding a report fram the President and 
Directors, it was, we presume, the object of the 
General Assembly to obtain a knowledge of facts 
exhibiting the condition of the Bank, rather than 
a commentary on the practical operations of bank- 
ing,as connected with the science of political econo- 
my. Believing that this object has been accom- 
plished in the foregoing remarks, we will close this 
report, referring your honorable body for a more 
particular knowledge of the policy by which we 
have been gaverned in the management of the 
Bank, to our former reports: All of which is most 
respectfully submitted.

be no reason to suppose the citizens can have any - 


feeling on either side of the question. By doing 
so, most, if not all of them, will come before the 
same judge, at the same term for trial, and when 
he shall have heard argoments and given his opin- 
ions in a few of them, his labors, and those of the 
counsel, will be very much lessened in the others; 
they will all be sooner decided, and at less ex- 
pense, than if suffered to remain dispersed on the 
diferent dockets where they now are, 

From the information received, there is reason 
to suspect, that, in some of the suits already tried, 
as well as in some of those yet pending, although 


the names used are those of Indians, or of Indian 


countrymen, yet, the interest is actually vested in 
white persons; and in others, there is reason to 
think, that defendants, who have purchased from 
the State, for high prices, have maide contracts 
with the plaintiffs, by which they are to hecome 
purchasers for much lower prices, if recoveries are 
had against them. 

‘Toe information received, on each of those points, 
has been communicated ina way that renders it im- 
proper to give the name of the informants; and is 
not, in itself, so satisfactory, as to render it proper, 
to mention any of the suits, or names of the par- 
ties, to whieh it applies, | 
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in collecting testimony, it was found necessary 
to have the assistance of an agent, and for this pur- 
pose, the services of Thomas J. Campbell, Esq, 
were obtained. He was selected, because he was 
the Attorney for the State in one of the districts; 
because be resided and practiced law in those coun- 
ties where most of the suits originated, and þe- 
canse entire confidence was reposed in his integrity 
and capacity. In this selection, itis believed, the 
interest of the State was promoted, because the 
business was most faithfully attended to, and the 
testimony well taken. 

Information has heen received, and believed to 
be true, that some individuals have engaged pretty 
largely In speculation, by purchasing up claims to | 
reservations, and are now lying by, to see what 
course judicial decisions will take upon the sab- 
ject of such claims, 

The defendants have been always informed, 
that the State only stood in the relation, to them, 
of a common warranter of the title, and that to 
entitle themselves to indemnity, in case of loss, it 
was essential, they should give all the aid, in theie 
power, towards an effectual defence. 

In the causes yet pending, it has been thought 
most advisable not to make any report of the testi- 
mony in any of them. Even on the part of the 
defendants, the whole testimony, on which they 
will rely, has been collected in but few, if any of 
them; until the trial, it is not possible to know on 
what testimony the plaintiffs will depend; : partial 
reports of the proofs could be of no use to your 
honorable body, and a premature disclesure of the 
- testimony on which the defendants rely, might, in 
some cases, induce plaintiffs to resort to unfair 
means to procure witnesses on their part. _ 

As the duties of the undersigned, elsewhere, 
‘will prevent bim from attending any of the circuit 
zourts at the next term, as well as compel him to 
feabsent from the next chancery court, at King- 
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ston, and as it will be the interest of all concerned 
that the suits be carefully attended to, and speedily 
decided, it is respectfully submitted to your hon- 
orable body, whether any other or further provis- 
ion ought to be made in relation to them, 

The andersigned has not drawn on either Trea- 


surer for any part of the fund placed at his dispo- -

leave to your honorable body; the matter of their ` 


compensation. Whatever it is thought proper to 
allaw, for the services performed, they can readily 
divide between T in such proportions as 
to be perfectly satisfactory to bath.

The president and directors of the Nashville 
Bank have heretofore enclosed a statement of the 
condition of the institution, on the 19th of Septem- 
ber, 1827, with notes of explanation, and beg leave 
to repeat, in substance, the proposition submitted 
to the called session of 1826: 
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Fhe Nashville bank is willing and now propo- 
ses, to give a lien upon the whole of the real es: 
tate belonging to said bank, and also 400,000 dol. 
lars of unquestionable notes due the bank, as col- 
lateral security for the debt which the institution 
Muy owe the state, and will pay interest upon said 
wsebt until discharged, under the following condi- 
tions: 

ist. The said notes shall be renewable every six 
months at least, the debtors paying interest. 

2d, The said notes are not to be sued for, until the 
bank shall fail to pay according to contract; nor 
shall such real estate be sold under the trust deed 
‘anti! such failure. 

3d. The trustee to be appointed, shall permit 
tke bank to sell any part of said real estate at pri- 
vate salu, and apply the proceeds to the extinguish- 
ment of said debt. 

4th. "Tne said debt to be paid one half in twe 
years, aud the balance in one year thereafter. 

In making this proposition, the directors are on- 
iy repeating specially, what they proposed to the 
legislature at the session of 1826, and is the same 
they made to the holders of their notes, through 
the public prints, shortly after the failure of the 
bank to redeem its notes in specie. They were 
then, and they are now influenced by a wish te 
do justice to the creditors of the bank, so far as 
they have the means in their power. ‘The direc- 
tors beg leave to assure your honorable body, that 
active measures have been employed to close the 
concerns of this bank, commencing several years 
back, and with that view, a discontinuance of the 
branches was resorted to as one measure; but in 
arranging the business with the branches, the debt- 
ors to them were, by contrast, to pay in annual 
in-talments, and consequently, a considerable por- 
tion of the funds of the institution are placed be 
yond the present control ef this bank: 
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‘The directors believe, and have no doubt, that 
should the proposition be accepted, the bank will 
be able, in less than eighteen months, from the 
remaining means, to pay every other debt due by 
the institution, after which, the receipts would. of 
coarse, bein sound funds, and applied to the dis- 
charge of the debt dae the state, l 

The di-ecturs regret extremely, the necessity of 
asking time for the payment ofthis debt, and no- 
thing but a belief, that less injury would result to 
society from this course, than any oiher they are 
arle to suggest, could have induced the proposition,: 
They, however, feel encou. aged in the hope, that 
your honorable body will be disposed to aid thé 
mstitution in closing its concerns, by the extension 
of time for the payment of the debt due the state, up- 
ov good security, and particularly when your hon- 
ovable body calls to mind the readiness with which 
this bank extended its aid to the state, and thé 
general government, during the late war, out of 
whieh most of the pecuniary difficulties of banks 
aud individuals originated, although vot fully de- 
veloped in all its consequences until the year 1819,

The ob- 
jeet of this enquiry, we presume is, to ascertain 
why the regular ten per cent. call by the bank, 
bas been retained from loan, In answer thereto, 
we would observe, that no retention of the regu- 
lar calls, bas been required by us, except that 
which is shown, by the following order, contain- 
ing our reasons for issuing it,” 


“< Bank of the State of Tennessee, 
Nashville, 12th Dec. 1827. 

“ Sin:— We herewith transmit to yuu an extract 
of the law of last session of the legislature regu- 
lating the kind of money to he received at your 
agency, in payment of debts due this bank, The 
whole amvunt of interest, with one half of the ten 
per cent, call must be paid in par funds; the bal- 
ance of the call you dre to receive in Nashville 
Bank paper, if it should be tendered—and should 
any person wish to pay up the whole amount, or 
any part of his debi, at your agency, you are direct- 
ed to receive, the one half of the amount so paid, 
in Nashville Bank paper, if it should be tendered, 
You are to re-loan the paper of the Nashville Bank, 
should any person wish to borrow it, on the condi- 
tion that the amount thus luaned, be repaid ta you 
in par funds, one halfin six, the balance in twelve 
months; and on the further condition, that the bor- 
rower renew his note every eighty-eight days, and 
pays the interest in par funds. ‘The press upon 

his institution for specie, and the necessity of sav- 
ing its paper trum depreciation, has induced the di- 
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rectory to order you not to loan any part of the next 
ten per cent. call paid to you in par funds, but to 
bring the same to bank without delay. The neces- 
sity which compels the directory to issue this order, 
is mach regretted; but the fault is with the people 
if they would be contented with paper, loans could _ 
be continued—but, if they press for specie, we 
must stop loaning, and call a sufficient amount 
from the sum now under loan, to redeem its notes 
in circulation—indeed, no other course can be 
adopted; to restore confidence in the bank, and en- 
able it,in fature, to give facilities to the people, for 
whose benefit if was created. i l 

There never was a bank, in the protec- 
tion of the credit of which, the people are more 
deeply interested, than the Bank of the State of 
Tennessee. It is the people’s property, and the 
people are bound to make its paper goad. _ They 
should, therefore, discredit every effort by the dé- 
siguing speculator, or the disorganizing demagegue, 
to destroy its value. If the people will make a gen- 
erous use of its paper, the bank can be useful to 
them; but should they refuse to give it credit, the 
bank cannot continue its loans, All the money now 
in your hands, belonging to this institution, you 
will forward to bank without delay. The condi- 
tions of this circular, as it regards the order of the 
directory, must not, in any way, be dispensed with 
by you. We consider gold, silver, our own notes, 
notes of the bank of the United States, Yeatman 
Woods & Go’s bank, and the old State Bank and 
its branches, as par fands. Though should any of 
the above mentioned banks fail to pay specie for 
their paper, they will not be received as gaod mo- 
ney. 

“To the second enquiry, we would answer, that 
the reception of notes on the spécie paying hanks 
of other states, is a matter of great hazard, and ean 
only be regulated by circumstances. When they 
are at par in [the ] community, aidadniit’ of ready 
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circulation, the bank receives them; when they are 
below par, it will not receive them, for the obvious 
reason, that their reception would be productive of 
loss to the bank. 

“The third enquiry we would answer; that no 
notes of other bauks have been returned, to our 
knowledge, to make up the deficiency occasioned 
by reeviving the notes of the Nashville Bank, Nor 
has the bank been considered in a condition ta 
make upthis deficiency. 

“T'o the fourth enquiry we would reply, that all 
discounts are applied to the capital of the bank, 
tf, however, the object of this enquiry is to ascer- 
tain, to what fund, money raised by receiving un- 
current bank notes at a discount, and parting witk 
them at par, has been applied; we would answer, 
that of our knowledge, no bank notes have heen 
received, at a discount, consequently no profits haye 
decrued the efrom.”

Tis 
agents have always received their orders fram the 
priocipal bank, throngh this board without qualis. 
cation or contradiction from this board. 

This board beleving that the situation of th 
eounptry demanded, that the call should be but 8 per 
cent, adopted that call with regard to the debtors 
inthe county wher» the branch is situated—na 
pretending ta Interfere with the Instructions of te 
principal bank as to the agents. 

We presume, however, that the agents througi.

In answer to the secoad enquiry we refer your 
nonorable body, to the circular letter of the prinet- 
pal board of the i2th of December, 1826, acopy o 
which will be found in the report of the principal 
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bank in ohedience to this resolution; In addition 
to the instructions therein contained, we state, that 
this board never did reluse to receive the notes of 
the specie paying banks, of the adjoming states, 
gnil they were circulating at a discount in the 
community, and after sume of the publie officers 
of the state, and others having drafts on the insti- 
tation, refused to receive any other th iD par fonds 
in payment of their salaries and drafts. — 

Tae necessity and propriety of the institution be- 
ing cautious and watchful on this point, is clearly 
st forth in the answer yf the principal bank to 
thisenquiry to which we refer, — 

In reply tothe third enqairy, this board has to 
state that no money ofa depreciated character has 
been returned from this board to agencies to be re- 
loaned as par funds. In some instances, money 
hasbeen tendered by agents which was not at par; 
sich as North Carolina, Alabama, Tombeckbee, 
&e,—These funds never were received by this 
board, since the Sth May, 1827; but when tender- 
dthey were returned to the agents presenting 
themas notes not at par—Whether any of the 
agents have reloaned this money to be repaid in 
pur funds, we know not, if they have, it has been 
without the knowledge ur direction of this board.

If 
the subject has received any lights from the his- 
tory of our own times, or our own country, opin- 
ions can be formed with less difficulty, and nothing 
whieh is not in itself morally wrong, is more to bi 
deprecated in a free country than excessive legiz- 
Jation, 

The simplicity of our laws in connexion with 
the certainty of their execution, is perhaps better 
calculated to inspire confidence in the citizen, and 
regard for {he institutions of bis conntry, tban any 
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aiher motive which can be presented to his mind. 
The necessity of all law grows out of the wants 
and interests of society, and when these are re- 
lieved or defended, we may always rely with much 
confidence on the virtue and intelligence of the. 
people, 

- Jn the early settlement of all parts of our coun- 
try, the attention of the pioneers had been natural- 
ly and properly directed to collecting around them: 
comforts and coaveniencies, necessary to the sosten- 
tation of life, but with the progress of improvement, 
geatand accumulating surplus products have arisen, 
‘which require artificial facilities in sonvey ing them 
to market, in addition to the advantages afforded 
by our water courses in their natural state, Hence 
thas been that for many years past public atten- 
lion has, by my predecessors 1n office, heen repeat- 
edly called to the sabject of internal improvements: 
All agree that it is a matter legitimately, if not ex- 
dusively within the scope of separate state juris- 
diction, and all are equally agreed, that great and 
valuable improvements could be made within our 
State, ata comparatively moderate expenditure of 
the public funds, 

A chief obstacle to the attainment of these ends 
has heretofore been found in the selection of -such 
pants of commencement as wonld unite public 
opinion in their favor. Each individual, impelled 
by a feeling incident to our nature, attaches a^ un- 
due portion of regard to the objects which have 
fallen under his more immediate attention, and to 
the points more directly affecting the interests of 
himself or his particalar constituents, ‘Do obviate 
these conflicting interests, and to give confidence to 

ll, that the system would in its range, embrace 
by regular and jast succession every portion of the 
state, the appointment of skilful engineers has been 
recommended to your particular consideration.— 
Their attention should be directed to a classifica.. 
hon of all the objects to be embraced in the gener: 
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al plan; to the practicability and probable expense 
of such leading objects of general improvement a 
a.ect, to the greatest extent, the greatest portion of 
the community, and the comparative advantage 
resulting from the different modes of expenditure, 
by clearing out the natural channels, construct) 
canals, common turnpikes, er the more moder 
and popular system of rail ways 

Our fellow citizens of East Tennessee, though 
able to furnish in the greatest abundance and of the 
best quality, flour and other articles of the first ne. 
cessity, have heretofore been doomed to strive 
against the natural obstructions in the Tennessee 
river, shut out as they are from Mobile, the more 
natural, and perhaps the more profitable channel 
of commerce. Engineers employed by the govern. 
ment of the United States have for sume time past 
been epgaged in aseertuining the practicability of 
acanal on the north bank of the Tennessee river, 
whereby the obstructions of the Muscle Shoals wil 
be surmounted: ‘Their survey bas not yet been 
completed, but we bave much ground to hope that 
it willbe fully mace at no distant day, and thatit 
will result in macb substanlial good to the people 
of Tennessee and Alabama 

It is greatly to be desired that at some period be- 
fore the adjournment of the present session, such 
report could be received, as would enable the legis- 
lature of this State to determine with reasonable 
certainty, on the nature and extent of interest which 
we should take in the enterprize. The eastern sec- 
tion of the State is vot alone interested in facili- 
tating the ascending and descending navigation of 
the Mascle Shoals; several of our more popalcts, 
wealthy and cotton growing counties of the south 
are equally concerned. , 

Should the difficulties of navigation tbrough the 
waole length of the ‘Tennessee, be so strongly pre 
sented as to forbid the hope of their early removal, 
Our attention should be the more promptly and zea 
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| gusdly directed to the project of connecting the wa- - 
ters of the Hiwassee with those of the Coosa,— 
The intercourse between East Tennessee and 
South Alabama promises the most solid advan- 
tages to both parties, Supplies of provisions, im- 
portant and necessary to Alabama, can at all times 
be furnished from Tennessee to Mobile and inter- 
mediate points, whilst our people could receive in 
return, not only cash, but groceries and other heavy 
articles of import, which are now procared through 
other channels after much delay and at great ex- 
pense. Spperadded to these, is the national con- 
sideration of warlike defence; for past experience 
has proved, that whilst the population of Kentucky 
and West ‘Tennessee are mainly to be relied on 
for defending from invasion the great emporium 
ofthe West, the brave and “hardy mountaineers of 
Kast Tennessee are equally necessary to the pro- 
fection of Mobile, and all the contiguous portions 
ef the Gulph of Mexico. 

The developement of wealth in the middle conn- 
Hes of our Steate has not been more the result of 
favorable soil and climate, than of natural advan» 
tage and facility in the navigation of Cumberland 
river; that noble stream, has but few impediments 
b a safe passage for steam hoats far above Nash- 
ville; the nature of these impediments is now so 
well understood that there would be but little dan- 
ger of injudicious application of any means that 
night be appropriated to their removal; The time 
has now gone by, when the successful navigation 
of the Cumberland is considered by any portion of 
our citizens, as being exclusively beneficial to 
Nashville. "The history and experience of the last 
seven years, has given ample testimony of the dI- 
ect benefit resulting to every county west of the 
Cumberland mountain, 

The deep richness of soil in all the counties wa- 
kred hy Elk, Doek and Cumberland rivers, is 
‘ry unfriendly te the construction of public roads 
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upon the ordinary plan, the population residing ig 
the neigtborhvod of great and leading marke 
roads, cannot with the labor and time justly devoted 
to that duty, continue such repairs as our presen 
Jaws contemplate for all public highways. Th 
existing laws, itis believed, are not unreasonabk 
in their general provisions, and although mor 
than one attempt has been already made to encou 
age private investment in turnpike stock, the term 
of incorporation have iu none, been sufficiently ap. 
proved, 

Tie westers district of the State is peculiarly 
blessed with streams intersecting the country, od 
gentle deep current, and susceptible of great im 

iovement, at comparatively small expense. 

The wealth and population of the country by 
already, and without any adventitious ards from 
public funds or publie institutions, progressed mor 
rapidly and more steadily than had been hoped fo, 
even by the most sanguine anticipations Th 
claims of warrant holders are now all, or nearly 
all satisfied, and the scattered remnants of lx 
that remain vacant and unappropriated, though bt 
lunging to the general government by the termd 
the cession and compact, will never be of suficien 
value, to defray half the expense of bringing thea 
into market. All reasonable calculation at pre 
ent, justifies the belief that the memorials herele- 
fore sent by the Jegislature, will at the next, 
some early session of congress, be disposed of ia 
a way to meet the wishes of Tennessee. Att 
linquishment of their title, and a privilege vestel 
in our state authorities, to perfect grants would et 
able us to open offices convenient to the enterers,¢ 
a plan similar to that now pursued north and ea 
of the reservation line; and whatever may hav 
heretofore been deemed our truest policy in dispos 
ing of our vacant lands, to me it seems evident 
that at whatever period we may open offices in! 

diferent counties of the western district, the 8 
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tem of forcing prices to the highest possible amount 
pught to be abandoned. Tue first care of all go- 
eraments shvald be, to provide that eazh individual 
should have a permanent home and residence.— 
Tre diference between the highest and lowest 
praduct resulting to the state, fr m the disposal of 
these lands, can be of little we consideratian, 
whilst to indigent individuals already in Posses- 
sun, or Wishing to become purchasers, it may be 
matter of the greatest importance; and as the other 
two principal divisions of the State have already 
received a patrimony for public uses in some of its 
most Valuable lands, it may not be unreasonable in 
our fellow citizens residing west of the reservation 
ine, to expect that any revenae hereafter derived 
from the lands in that section of country, should be 
hefiy expended amongst themselves for the par. 
ses of gencral education and internal improve. 
ment, 

The peculiar condition of the people south of 
tench Broad and Holston, continnes to be a sub- 

tof remonstrance and petition: Jt has already 
ena source of much legislation, and although hy 

me late enactments, it may be thought difficult 
gin to open their case with any reasonable hope 

fadvantage, yet it seems to me that their situation 

entitles them to the very grave and serious 

msideration of the General Assembly. Iv is 

e that according to all the ordinary rules go- 
anng compacts, the settlers are bound to piy, 
d without hesitation, the amount stipulated as the 
ice of their lands; but it must at the same time 
tonfessed, that the contract in some of its lead. 
features bears the stamp of obligation submit- 
founder duress. 

e occupants of that country were with very 
exceptions poor, and destitute of visible effects 
ay kind; they had migrated from the older 
es because they were poor; they had made 

limprovements at the imminent hazard of their 
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‘lives, and had for several years formed a barrier 
between the Holston settlements and their savage 
foes: The era of peace and prosperity to other part 
of the country, found them In possession of their 
humble lug cabins, unable to leave them in the 
hope of procuring better, and prepared in their 
minis to cling to the spot endeared to taem by so 
many interesting recollections, whatever might be 
the terms of tenure imposed on them by the govern. 
ment. If in this situation they are forced to raise 
oligations on themselves which they might then 
believe, and may have since found to be beycnd 
their ability, should not the legislature with the 
kindest feelings of parental regard, seek with se- 
duluus anxiety for any circumstance of ameliora- 
tion in the adjustment of claims yet due from 
them, which even handed justice will admit. 
The interest on all the instalments due from the 
purchasers atthe Hiwassee sales has now become 
due, and the great balance of principal owing to the 
state from that class of debtors, will by the terms 
of sale be payable at a short period. A combina- 
tion of circumstances Merting at the time of these 
sales, forced the prices up to a standard of value, 
which experience has shown to be wholly fallaci- 
ous; a paper currency deluged the country, and be- 
ing every where considered to be as legitimately the 
representative of properly as specie itself, the facili- 
ties of procuring it baffled the calcalations of the 
most cautious and prudent. When the day ofso- 
ber reckoning came, and the true aspect of things 
was presented tous all, no one could boast of hav- 
ing seen further than his neighbor; the delusion 
had spread through all orders and conditions of s0- 
ciety, and surely we should not now be backward 
in relieving by every proper expedient, those who 
are still the victims of that period of generalin- 
fatuation, The act of the last session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, permitting the purchasers to make 
payment inthe notes of the Nashville bank, wa? 
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no less politic than humane; considerable collec. 
tons were thereby effected in a species of fund 
which thongh not immediately available; will be- 
come so at no distant day. 

From the earliest history of our government, 
and even before we had existed as an independent 
state, the question of boundary and territorial lim- 
its had presented obstacles to the harmonious in- 
tercourse which ought ever to exist between sister 
republics, I am not aware that at this time there 
can any possible misunderstanding arise as to our 
boundary of jurisdiction on the north; but in the ap- 
plication of one particular provision of the com- 
pact made with Kentucky in the winter of 1820, 
there seems to bea difficulty inconstruction, which 
ought no longer to exist. Acting on the spirit of 
compromise and conciliation ever entertained by 
us, it was conceded that whil-t Walker’s line 
should continue to be the true jurisdictional boun- 
dary between us, the state of Kentucky should 
have the benefit and privilege of entering, and per- 
fecting grants to all vacant land lying between that 
line and the true latitude of thirty-six degrees and 
thirty minutes north. he terms of the compact 
made ample provision for ascertaining at any time 
the line of boundary, but there was no stipulation 
whereby either state could at her own pleasure ur 
'inany other way, establish or run the degree of 
latitude. More than two years ago the authorities 
of Kentucky, without our participation, fixed and 
run a Jine which she contends is the true line of 
latitude; and we have subsequently employed ma- 
thematicians on our part, who have without the 
participation of Kentucky, taken observations and 
made a report differing materially from the views 
of our sister state. From this unsettled state of 
affairs, it is but reasonable to expect that unpleas- 
ant controversies will arise, especially between 
those citizens of the different states who reside on 
or adjoining the disputed territory, and itis very 
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desirable that ihe Jegislature should at the presen 
session, tuke such definite measures as will put the 
subject for exer at reit, 

The cheering prospect which we have of a per 
manent fund for the estavlishment and support of 
common schools, isthe source of much comfort 
and gratification to the heart of every patriot, and 
friend to the perpetuity of our free institutions, H 
is not to he presumed that the limited means on 
which we have hau to commence, will enable ns 
to mature any practical plan of operatious withn 
a year or two; but the good work has been serious. 
ly commenced, and we have every ground for rea. 
sonable bope that it will go on and prosper, Al. 
ready has the fund set a part for that laudable ob. 
ject, increased to an amount which promises the 
means of much positive usefplness to that portion of 
ihe commuprity for whose benefit and advantage, it 
was originally designed. No longer will the means 
of elementary learning be limited to those whose 
private resources are equal to the expense, but the 
road to distinction in every department of science’ 
and moral excellence, will be equally open to all 
the youth of our country whose ambition may urge 
them on in the contest of honorable emulation,

“Tt will be perceived by reference to these ex- 
hibits, that the dates and amount received do not 
correspond with the amount deposited. The differ- 
ence is thas accounted for. The collectors, in pay- 
ing over to the Treasurer the revenue, would, not 
unirequently, present claims on the State which 
was received and receipted for as cash; indeed, 
here has been instances on setiling, of balances 
being in their favor; some part of the revenue has 
also been paid in Nashville money, which was not 
deposited when received; also, a part in county 
trustees receipts, all of which was entered as cash, 
and included in the amount purporting to have been 
received, as per statement marked ©. In further 
explanation, the Treasurer will state, thathe has 
fr quently received money from the collectors, and 
onthe same day, before it was convenient for him 
to leave his office, pay ıt out for claims on the State. 
He has also mase it a rule to keep out of bank 
some funds, for the purpose of paying small claims, 
which are frequently presented between banking 
hours. Was this not done, those having cliims 
from a distance, would frequently be put to much 
trouble Tbe Treasurer freely acknowledges, that 
at times, he bus kept money out of hank longer 
han he ought or intended, not fur purposes of pri- 
vate gain. Nor has he deposited any part of the 
tevenue in any other than the bank of the State, 
txcept a few dollars in post notes, and other un- 
current money, which he has been compelled to 
receive in settling with collectors. Even this 
amount would not haye been taken to any other 
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bank, had that deseription’af money been receiy. 
a lesn the bank of the State. ‘The Treasurer of 
West Tennessee, in settling with the Treasurer of 
Eust Tennessee, receh ed a check on the braneh

Tus aided bs the xer- 
tions of that patriot, in the short space of 48 4 ears, 
awild and howling wilderness nas been cons es ied 
into an independent and enlightened state. 

‘he hie oi general Rubertson, fis: m the time he 
first settled in this state, until about tie veur 17£6, 
Was vi mst an oninterrupted scene of privations, 
hardships and war. No danger presented self 
but he was the first to repel it. No hostile I: dian 
invaded his camp, but be was the first tu meet Lim, 
and often, at the great danger of his life, and the 
eapense of bis blood. But he was permitted to 
pass through those days of trouble to enjoy the bless- 
ings which flowed from the valor of his youth: ond 
to receive the smiles and affections ofa grateful peo- 
ple. And after baving lived for his country te the 
age of 73 years, he passed from “gloom to glory;” 
aud thu’ there Is scarcely a stone to mark the spot 
where his body is interred, yet, he lives in the afiee- 
tions of his countrymen. Like Washington, he ias 
n mouumenterected over his grave, and without it, 
h- mem: ry, likethat of Washingtou, is entouibed 
in the hearts of the people. No munument nor 
proud edifice marks the spot where the brave Dy- 
er, Will.umson, Gibson, Mitchell, Heneer-on, 
Loaerdale, Moutgomery an? the intrepid Gi rjon 
Fepose; and yet the history of the county will teli 
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the story of their deeds, long after their bodies 
haye mouldered into dust,

Your committee conceived it to be an indispeo- 
sable part of their duty, after securing the State 
against avy possible loss that may be sustained 
irom the amount of Nashville paper now on hand, 

“and what may be received under existing laws, to 
ieave in possession of the Nashyille Bank the 
means sufficient to enable her to meet all her en- 
gagements, and to redeem the balance of ber notes 
in circulation, From an examination into her situa. 
tion and condition, your commiitee feel no hesita- 
tion in saying, that they believe said bank has the 
most ample means in her power to fulfil the en- 
gagements she proposes to make witb the State, 
and also redeem the paper she has in circulation, a 
well as to meet her other engagements at no dis 
tant period, 

The said bank submitted, as her first and mos 
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favorable proposition, to your committee, that she 
would pay up the whole amount due to the State 
at once, in notes oi undoubted and unquestionable 
solyency, upon various persons who are debtors to 
said bank and her branches, and which might be 
selected by your committee, or any of the members 
of the legislature who are acquainted with said 
debtors. Secondly—That the propositions submit-

be burnt in presence of the committee, 

3d. At the end of each SO days, said bank shall 
receive all her paper which may come into the 
hands of the new bank, and give a certificate bear- 
ing interest therefor, to the President aud Directors 
thereof. 

4th. The Bank of the State may loan upon said 
certificate or certificates, to any debtor or debtors 
of the Nashville Bank who will give undoubted 
security, according to the rules, regulations and 
forms preseribed by said bank, which shall be paid 
in as near as may be, by regular semi annual in- 
stalments or discounts, with interest, &e in sucha 
way that the whole debt shall be paid w thin three 
years after the passage of this act. 
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And upon giving their notes as aforesaid, the 
Cashier of the Bank of the State shall pass said 
amount to the credit of the Nashville Bank on her 
own books; and also give a check to said) Nash- 
ville Bank, specifying that so much has been pass- 
ed to the credit of said bank, 

5th That said certificate or certificates, taken 
as aforesaid, shall embrace the principles proposed 
by said bank in her expose of the 24th September, 
s0 far as respects the time of payment. 

6th. That the President and Cushier of the 
Bank of the State of Tennessee, and the Treasurer 
of West Tennessee, together with the Secretary 
of State, and their successors in office, be appoint- 
ed trustees to carry the foregoing provisions into 
effect, so far as respects taking the liens.

and west of the congressional re ervation line, for 
the satisfaction of land clams. Your committee 
are unable to state the reasons which influenced 
former legislatures to refuse to satisfy land claims 
where they were lost for want of identity. ney, 
however, presume that the legislature refused on 
accuunt of the facility with which frauds could be 
committed on the State, by destroying the laud 
marks of tracts of indifferent lands, and thereby 
procure their satisfaction out of better lands, cr that 
those claims were not provided for in the compact. 
Several thousand acres, say three, have been pte- 
sented to the present session to be referred for ad- 
judieation, but the applications were rejected. 
They were ‘all original North Carolina grants, 
founded upon military, or John Armstrong, war- 
rants.
